ANNUAL  REPORT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1906. 


POPULATION. 

The  population,  estimated  to  the  middle  of  1906,  was  1 54,251, 
being  an  increase  of  1,592. 

The  population  is  an  estimation  based  on  the  Census 
Returns.  This  estimate  is  liable  to  error ;  indeed  it  is  never 
quite  accurate,  and  it  would  greatly  facilitate  a  correct  return 
of  the  population  for  each  inter-censal  year  if  the  Census  were 
taken  every  five  years  instead  of  every  ten  as  at  present. 

Table  A.  shows  the  estimated  population  in  each  of  the  three 
registration  sub-districts  of  the  Borough,  the  area  of  these 
districts  and  the  number  of  people  per  acre.

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THE  BIRTH-RATE. 

The  number  of  births  in  1906  shows  an  increase  of  152  over 
that  of  the  previous  year,  and  the  birth-rate  is  o' 6  higher.  The 
rate  is  7  per  1,000  higher  than  the  average  birth-rate  of  the  76 
large  towns. 


FEMALES  AT  CHILD-BEARING  AGE. 

For  comparison  of  birth-rates  it  is  more  important  to  know 
the  number  of  children  born  per  1,000  women  at  child-bearing 
age  than  the  number  born  per  thousand  of  the  population.  The

The  Death-rate  from  all  causes  for  1906  was  18'  5  per  1,000 
of  the  population,  being  a  decrease  of  O'l  per  1,000,  as  compared 
with  1905.  On  comparing  the  death-rate  with  the  average  of  the 
previous  ten  years  there  is  a  decrease  of  1*9  per  1,000.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

SMALL-POX. 

There  was  fortunately  no  case  of  Small-pox  during  the  year 
m  Sunderland,  although  there  were  a  number  of  cases  in  the 
country  generally. 

MEASLES. 

Whilst  in  1905  there  were  102  deaths  from  this  disease,  in 
1906  there  were  only  15. 

As  in  previous  years  I  have  had  the  assistance  of  the  School 
Attendance  Officers  in  notifying  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping 
Gough,  viz. - 

23 1  cases  of  Measles,  and 
105  cases  of  Whooping  Cough. 

The  Infants’  Departments  of  three  Schools  were  closed  on 
account  of  the  prevalence  of  Measles  during  the  year,  viz. : — those 
of  Cowan  Terrace,  Thomas  Street  North,  and  the  Colliery  School. 
•The  closure  had  the  effect  of  cutting  short  the  epidemic,  no 
notifications  being  received  afterwards. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

The  character  of  this,  at  one  time  fatal,  disease  still  continues 
to  be  mild,  the  number  of  deaths  in  1906  being  only  5  out  of 
283  cases. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

There  were  226  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  1906,  as  against  159 
in  1905  and  72  in  1904.  There  is  no  doubt  that  part  of  this 
apparent  increase  is  due  to  more  accurate  diagnosis  than  in  former 
years,  yet,  taking  this  into  account,  there  is  a  very  perceptible 
increase  in  the  number  of  cases. 

While,  however,  the  number  of  cases  is  increasing,  it  is 
satisfactory  to  have  to  record  that  the  fatality  is  decreasing.  In 
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1904,  the  death-rate  of  Diphtheria  was  37‘5  per  cent  ;  in  1905, 
1 8*8  per  cent.  ;  in  1906,  15 'g  per  cent.  I  cannot  speak  too  strongly 
in  favour  of  the  treatment  of  Diphtheria  by  means  of  Antitoxin 
“which  has  reduced  the  death-rate  from  something  like  38^4  per 
cent,  to  I4'6  per  cent  out  of  183,256  cases  treated  in  150  cities. 
In  Boston,  U.S.A.,  from  46  per  cent,  to  12  per  cent.”  (Osier.) 

ANTITOXIN  OBTAINED  FREE  OF  COST. 

I  would  again  draw  the  attention  of  the  Medical  Profession 
to  the  fact  that  any  member  practising  in  the  Borough  can  obtain 
sufficient  Antitoxin  for  a  patient  residing  therein,  on  application 
to  the  Health  Department  during  office  hours. 

After  office  hours,  and  on  Sundays,  members  of  the  Profession 
requiring  the  Serum  are  requested  to  ring  up  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  at  his  residence,  when  he  will  see  that  a  supply  is 
obtained. 


DIAGNOSIS  OF  DIPHTHERIA. 

Year  by  year  the  importance  of  having  the  throat  bacterio- 
logically  examined  in  suspected  Diphtheria  is  shown  more  and 
more.  It  is  too  often  unsuspected  cases  which  start  an  outbreak. 
This  has  been  my  experience  as  Medical  Officer  again  and  again. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

There  was  no  accession  of  this  disease,  the  number  of  deaths 
being,  56  and  58  for  1906  and  1905  respectively.  I  must  once 
more,  however,  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  disease  (and 
also  Measles)  is  still  considered  a  trifling  ailment,  and  parents 
too  often  needlessly  expose  the  healthy  to  infection  by  contact 
with  those  suffering  from  these  diseases,  at  school  and  in  public 
places.  Too  often  also  the  little  sufferers  are  not  sufficientlv 
well  nursed  and  succumb  to  complications  which  might  have 
been  prevented.  The  deaths  frtom  Measles  and  Whooping- 
Cough  in  1906  were  more  than  those  from  Scarlet  Fever,  Typhoid 
Fever,  and  Diphtheria  put  together. 
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TYPHOID  FEVER. 

In  1906  there  were  134  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  notified, 
that  number  being  5  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  It  is  satis¬ 
factory  to  note  that  the  mortality  also  was  considerably  less,  for 
whilst  in  the  previous  year  there  were  31  deaths,  giving  a  case- 
fatality  of  22*3  per  cent.,  in  1906  there  were  only  20  deaths, 
giving  a  case-fatality  of  14*9  per  cent.  Twelve  years  ago  there 
were  regularly  more  than  half  the  number  of  cases  for  1906  m 
the  registration  sub-district  of  Sunderland  alone.  The  abolition 
of  the  privy  middens  and  the  introduction  of  better  sanitation 
has  no  doubt  brought  about  this  great  diminution  of  Typhoid 
F  ever. 


GENERAL  DISEASES. 

DIARRHOEA. 

There  were  174  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  in  1906,  being  an 
increase  of  52  over  those  of  the  previous  year.  The  in¬ 
crease  was  manifest  also  in  the  deaths  of  children  under  one  year 
of  age.  The  Infantile  Mortality  will  be  discussed  under  that 
heading.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  great  heat  and  the  lessened 
rainfall  of  the  third  quarter  of  the  year  contributed  largely  to 
this  excessive  death-rate. 

CANCER. 

This  disease  shows  an  increase  of  ten  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year,  1 30  deaths  being  due  to  this  cause. 

TUBERCULAR  DISEASES. 

Tabes  Mesenterica  (consumption  of  the  bowels)  caused  41 
deaths.  Thirteen  of  these  occurred  in  children  under  one  year. 
There  were  26  deaths  due  to  Tubercular  Meningitis,  being  only 
about  half  the  number  due  to  this  cause  in  the  previous  year. 
Phthisis  (consumption  of  the  lungs)  again  exacted  its  heavy  toll, 
there  being  235  deaths  attributed  to  it,  an  increase  of  24  over 
the  previous  year.  Thirty  persons  died  of  other  Tubercular 
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Diseases,  making*  a  total  of  332.  In  other  words  more  than  one- 
eighth  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  was  due  to  Tubercular 
Diseases,  or  nearly  three  times  as  many  as  all  the  other  Infectious 
Diseases  put  together.  What  are  the  Remedies  for  this  appalling 
death-rate  ? 

1  he  following  recommendations  might  with  advantage  be 
adopted : — 

(1.)  Compulsory  Notification  of  Consumption  and  other 
Tubercular  Diseases. 

(2.)  Isolation  and  treatment  in  a  Sanatorium. 

(3.)  The  treatment  of  out-patients  at  an  Anti-Tuberculous 
Dispensary. 

(4.)  The  prevention  of  the  danger  of  infection  through  the 
digestive  and  respiratory  passages  of  man  and  domesticated 
animals. 

(5.)  Compulsory  application  of  the  Tuberculin  test  to  all 
British  cattle  and  the  destruction  of  all  re-acting  to  the  test. 
Compensation  to  owners. 

(6.)  Sale  of  cattle  and  swine  to  be  made  on  warranty,  by  the 
seller,  of  freedom  from  Tuberculosis. 

(7.)  The  institution  of  a  Public  Abattoir. 

(8.)  Meat  to  be  stamped  as  sound  and  fit  for  food. 

(9.)  Better  supervision  of  Rural  Slaughter-Houses. 

(10.)  Meat  Inspectors  to  give  evidence  of  sufficient  training 
before  appointment  (after  examination). 

(11.)  Systematic  Bacterial  Examination  of  milk,  and  control 
of  the  milk  supply  of  the  district. 

(12.)  Dairy  Farmers  to  satisfy  the  Sanitary  Authority  that 
the  cattle  yielding  milk  intended  for  sale  in  their  district  are  free 
from  Tuberculosis. 
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(13.)  (A.)  Sanitary  Authorities  should  have  full  power  to 
inspect  any  cowshed  or  dairy  of  any  farm  supplying  milk  to 
their  district,  and  to  prevent  the  sale  of  such  milk  or  its  product 
until  they  are  satisfied  as  to  the  Sanitary  Condition  of  all  the 
premises  used  for  the  production  of  such  milk  or  its  products. 

(B.)  To  inspect  cattle  and  apply  the  Tuberculin  test. 

(c.)  To  cause  to  be  destroyed  any  cattle  re-acting  to  that 

test. 

(14.)  Any  Tubercular  Disease,  not  only  of  the  udder,  to  be 
dealt  with  as  dangerous,  and  the  use  of  milk  of  such  animals  for 
consumption  of  man  or  animals  to  be  prohibited. 

(15.)  The  Licensing  of  Cow-Sheds,  Dairies,  and  Milkshops 
for  one  year  only,  subject  to  renewal  at  the  expiration  of  that 
term  if  the  conditions  of  the  license  have  been  carried  out. 
(Extracts  from  a  pamphlet  by  Dr.  Armstrong,  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  Newcastle-on-T)me.) 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  Lectures  might  be  given,  and 
Addresses  in  the  Schools,  from  time  to  time,  in  order  to  promote 
the  education  of  the  inhabitants  as  to  the  nature  and  causes  of 
Tuberculosis  and  its  prevention. 

To  be  effective  these  provisions  should  be  embodied  in  an 
Act  of  Parliament,  and  enforced  throughout  the  British  Islands. 

TUBERCULAR  DISEASE  IS  PREVENTIBLE  AND 
SHOULD  BE  PREVENTED.  The  cost  would  be  great,  but 
what  is  the  present  monetary  loss  to  the  State  on  account  of  the 
prevalence  of  this  scourge  ?  It  has  been  estimated  by  Dr. 
Nathan  Raw,  who  has  given  years  of  study  to  this  subject,  that 
“  Go  per  cent,  become  paupers  because  they  suffered  from  Con¬ 
sumption,  and  not  Consumptive  because  they  were  paupers.” 
What  of  the  large  numbers  who  come  “  on  to  the  rates  ”  directly 
or  indirectly,  because  of  Consumption  ?  Cholera  has  been  ex¬ 
terminated,  Typhus  Fever  is  practically  unknown  in  our  Islands. 
Leprosy  has  long  since  gone.  Why  not  Tubercle  ? 
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The  Sanitary  Authority  in  Sunderland  are  already  doing 
something  in  this  direction.  We  have  Voluntary  Notification  of 
Phthisis  and  the  visitation  of  suitable  cases  by  the  Lady  Health 
Visitor,  who  gives  advice  as  to  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  this 
infectious  disease.  Our  milk  supply  is  being  examined  for  Tubercle 
Bacilli  by  Dr.  Hutchens  at  the  Newcastle  College  of  Medicine. 
The  Corporation  have  two  beds  for  the  reception  of  Consumptive 
patients  at  Stanhope  Sanatorium.  Sputum  is  examined  free  of 
charge  on  the  application  of  medical  men,  with  a  view  to  the  early 
detection  of  Consumption,  and  I  am  glad  to  have  to  report  that 
the  Tramways  Committee  have  obtained  a  Special  Bye-Law, 
making  it  an  offence  to  spit  in,  on,  or  against  a  tram.  This  is 
a  very  necessary  Bye-Law,  for  the  upper  decks  of  our  trams, 
especially  the  coVered-in  ones,  were  not  only  disgusting,  but 
absolutely  dangerous  to  the  public  health.  Much  more  remains 
to  be  done  on  the  lines  already  indicated,  but  the  Corporation 
must  be  supported  by  public  opinion  and  the  public  need  educat¬ 
ing  on  this  great  question  of  Tuberculosis.  Certainly  a  step  in 
the  rigjit  direction  is  the  proposed  Corporation  Bill,  which 
contains  sections  forbidding  the  sale  of  milk  of  diseased  cows, 
the  provision  for  the  isolation  of  diseased  cows,  obligation  on 
the  part  of  dairymen  to  notify  Tuberculosis  in  cattle  ;  power  to 
take  samples  of  milk  by  Officers  of  the  Sanitary  Authority,  to 
inspect  cows  and  to  take  samples  of  milk  from  suspected  cows, 
should  these  Clauses  become  law  they  will  afford  a  most  valu¬ 
able  weapon  against  Tuberculosis.  It  should  not  be  possible 
for  the  public  to  have  to  consume  either  Tuberculous  milk  or 
Tuberculous  meat. 

REPORT  OF  THE  CORPORATION  CASES  SENT  TO 
THE  STANHOPE  SANATORIUM. 

Since  June,  1901,  58  persons  have  been  treated  in  the 
Stanhope  Sanatorium  as  Corporation  patients. 

Two  of  these  are  still  in  the  Sanatorium. 

28  are  dead. 
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1 6  are  well. 

6  are  fairly  well. 

3  are  ill. 

3  cannot  be  traced  (one  of  these  cases  went  to  Canada). 

Of  those  who  died  the  average  duration  of  life  after  discharge 
from  the  Sanatorium  was  two  years.

PREMATURE  BIRTHS. 


There  were  114  deaths  among  children  under  one  year, 
owing  to  their  having  been  born  prematurely.  This  is  an  excess 
of  26  over  the  figures  for  1905.  Remarks  on  this  subject  will  be 
found  under  Infantile  Mortality. 


DISEASES  OF  THE  NERVOUS  SYSTEM. 


There  were  349  deaths  due  to  diseases  of  the  Nervous 
System.  There  is  an  increase  of  17  here  over  last  year.  The 
following  are  the  figures  for  the  last  four  years : —

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On  the  whole,  these  diseases  do  not  show  a  great  increase. 
While  some  of  them  are  indirectly  due  to  other  diseases,  still  a 
great  many  arise  directly  from  alcoholism  and  stress  and  worry 
of  business  life. 


RESPIRATORY  DISEASES. 

These  were  responsible  for  the  death  of  548  persons. 
Under  this  heading  are  included  Bronchitis,  Broncho-Pneumonia., 
Pleuro-Pneumonia,  and  Pneumonia. 

146  of  this  number  were  children  under  one  year,  i.e.,  26  per 
cent.  The  total  number  of  children  living  under  the  age  of  one 
year  is  not  quite  three  per  cent,  of  the  number  of  persons  living 
at  all  ages.  This  proportion  of  deaths  in  children  is  much  too 
great,  and  I  am  persuaded  that  a  good  many  might  have  been 
prevented  had  due  care  been  exercised  on  the  part  of  those 
having  charge  of  the  children. 


OTHER  DISEASES. 

There  was  an  increase  of  40  under  Diseases  of  the  Digestive 
System,  the  number  being  163  ;  Inflammation  of  the  Kidneys 
caused  80  deaths,  an  increase  of  5.  There  were  72  deaths  due 
to  Accidents,  a  decrease  of  16. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Table  F.  shows  the  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease 
since  1897.  Scarlet  Fever  increased  by  99  cases.  The  greater 
part  of  this  increase  was  due  to  an  outbreak  at  the  East  End,  the 
first  cases  of  which  had  not  been  recognised.  Diphtheria  showed 
an  increase  of  67  cases  over  last  year,  whilst  Enteric  Fever 
decreased  by  5  cases.  There  was  practically  the  same  number  of 
cases  of  Erysipelas  notified  as  in  1905.

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

105  cases  were  admitted,  having  been  notified  as  Enteric 
and  Continued  Fevers. 

Of  these,  on  further  examination,  22  proved  to  be  not 
Enteric. 

They  were  as  follows : — 

Three  cases  of  Influenza,  two  of  Meningitis,  two  of  Gastric 
Sepsis,  two  of  Tubercular  Disease,  and  one  each  of  Gastric 
Catarrh,  Pleurisy,  Pneumonia,  Intestinal  Catarrh,  Cerebral 
Abscess,  Post-Partum  Debility  with  Cystitis,  Bronchitis  and 
General  Broken-down  Condition,  Ascites,  Pyelo-Nephritis, 
Zymotic  Enteritis,  Gastro-Enteritis,  Broncho-Pneumonia,  and 
Pulmonary  Disease. 

There  were  13  deaths  from  Enteric  Fever,  giving  a  death- 
rate  of  I5'6  per  cent. 

The  Enteric  death-rate  among  those  not  treated  at  the 
Sanatorium  was  19*4  per  cent. 

Table  J.,  page  22,  shows  the  number  of  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  which  have  been  notified  during  the  years  1905-C,  the 
number  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium,  and  the  percentage  of  notified 
cases  which  have  been  admitted.  The  Sanatorium  continues  to 
be  more  appreciated  year  after  year,  and  this  year  again  is  a 
record  one,  for  537  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  notified  have  been  admitted,  the  largest  percentage 
since  the  Sanatorium  was  opened. 

The  same  statement  applies  also  to  Typhoid  Fever  (with 
Continued  Fever),  for  /5‘2  per  cent,  of  the  notified  cases  were 
admitted. 
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I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Matron  of  the  Borough 
Sanatorium  (Miss  MacRae)  for  her  admirable  administration, 
also  the  Staff  of  Nurses,  by  whose  aid  so  much  good  work  has 
been  done.

BACTERIOLOGY. 

This  Science  has  made  great  progress  during  recent  years, 
and  its  aid  has  proved  invaluable  in  the  diagnosis  of  certain 
Infectious  Diseases.  Acting  on  my  recommendation,  the  Health 
Committee  passed  a  resolution,  which  the  Council  confirmed,  that 
an  agreement  be  entered  into  between  themselves  and  the  Council 
of  the  Newcastle  College  of  Medicine,  by  which  not  only  speci¬ 
mens  from  the  human  body  should  be  examined  for  the  presence 
of  specific  micro-organisms,  but  also  that  water,  milk,  and  other 
foods  should  be  regularly  examined  for  these  organisms,  including 
the  Tubercle  Bacillus.  This  systematic  examination  of 
foods,  etc.,  was  commenced  in  December,  1906,  by  the 
Bacteriologist  to  the  Sunderland  Corporation,  Dr.  Harold  J. 
Hutchens,  and  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  it  will  prove  to  be  a 
step  in  the  right  direction. 

The  agreement  is  for  one  year  only,  to  be  reconsidered  at 
the  end  of  that  time.  It  is  only  by  systematic  bacterial  examin¬ 
ation  of  water,  milk,  and  other  foods  (that  something  like  a 
standard  can  be  arrived  at  by  which  to  judge  these  articles  as  to 
their  fitness,  or  the  reverse,  for  human  consumption.  It  is  neither 
pleasant  nor  safe  to  drink  milk  polluted  with  manure  as  we  are 
doing  at  the  present  time,  whilst  to  give  to  young  children  milk 
containing  the  germs  of  Consumption  is  nothing  less  than 
criminal.  This  has  always  gone  on,  and  will  go  on  until  we  have 
strong  legal  powers  to  prevent  it. 

I  cannot  impress  too  fully  on  the  Medical  Profession  in  the 
Borough  the  importance  of  having  swabs  examined  in  suspected 
cases  of  Diphtheria,  and  indeed  in  any  throat  showing  a  membrane 
or  deposit,  however  slight.  Again  and  again  these  slight  deposits 
turn  out  to  be  Diphtheritic,  and  by  having  an  examination  made 
early  the  diagnosis  is  confirmed  before  much  mischief  has  been 
done.  The  use  of  Serum  in  suspected  cases,  even  before  a  swab 
has  been  taken,  is  most  valuable,  and  if  the  case  is  not  positive 
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it  does  no  harm.  THE  CORPORATION  CONTINUES  TO 
SUPPLY  SERUM  FREE  TO  MEDICAL  PRACTITION¬ 
ERS  AS -HERETOFORE.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

Page  viii.  of  the  Appendix  shows  the  number  of  deaths  of 
children  under  one  year.  The  total  number  dying  under  this 
age  in  1906  was  752.  Out  of  every  thousand  children  born  139*9, 
practically  140,  died  before  reaching  the  age  otf  one  year. 
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The  following  Table  indicates  the  Infantile  Mortality  figure 
in  Sunderland  contrasted  with  that  for  England  and  Wales  from 
1881-1906 : —

Although  the  number  is  diminishing  it  is  not  so  low  as  it 
might  be  ;  indeed  it  is  very  much  higher  than  it  should  be. 


In  August,  1904,  I  drew  the  attention  of  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  to  the  desirability  of  adopting  measures  to  endeavour  to 
combat  this  high  death-rate  in  infants,  and  in  November  of  that 
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year  the  Council  appointed  a  Lady  Health  Visitor,  whose  most 
important  duty  is  to  visit  the  houses  where  births  have  occurred 
and  to  give  instruction  to  the  mother  as  to  feeding  and  general 
hygiene  in  regard  to  the  infant  and  herself.  She  commenced 
her  duties  in  January,  1905,  and  the  Committee  have  been  so 
satisfied  with  her  work  that  they  have  advised  the  appointment 
of  two  additional  Visitors.  The  Council  have  confirmed  the 
action  of  the  Committee,  and  two  additional  Visitors  will  be  ap¬ 
pointed  at  once.  The  town  will  then  be  divided  into  three 
districts,  each  Visitor  having  charge  of  one. 

EARLY  REGISTRATION  OF  BIRTHS. 

The  law  permits  registration  of  births  to  be  effected  at  any 
time  up  to  42  days  after  the  birth.  It  is  the  general  custom  in 
Sunderland,  with  few  exceptions,  to  register  a  birth  when  the 
child  is  six  weeks  old.  The  fact  that  registration  may  be  post¬ 
poned  until  this  time  militates  very  powerfully  against  the  work 
of  the  Health  Visitor,  as  in  many  instances  the  existence 
of  an  infant  is  unknown  to  her  until  the  Health  Department 
receives  a  notification  of  the  death  of  the  infant  If,  however, 
the  Department  could  be  informed  of  a  birth  within  48  hours,  the 
Llealth  Visitor  would  be  able  to  visit  the  mother  at  once,  and,  at  a 
time  when  she  is  more  likely  to  be  inclined  to  receive  and  follow 
advice  as  to  the  feeding  and  management  of  her  child,  before  harm 
has  been  done  by  improper  feeding. 

In  Sunderland  in  1906,  5,375  children  were  born.  Taking 
this  as  a  basis  for  the  cost  of  Registration,  it  would  work  out  at 
about  £2  jo  per  annum,  money  which  would  be  well  spent,  in  my 
opinion.  I  hope,  therefore,  that  we  may  obtain  such  power  in  the 
proposed  Bill. 

I  need  not  again  speak  of  the  causes  of  this  great  mortality  ; 
they  were  given  in  full  in  my  1905  Report.  I  wish  to  repeat  one 
recommendation,  and  that  is  that  instruction  in  the  elementary 
principles  of  Hygiene  should  be  given  to  the  elder  girls  before 
leaving  School.  The  absence  of  this  simple  knowledge  is 
shocking. 
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The  following-  Report,  presented  to  the  Council,  shows  the 
work  of  the  Lady  Health  Visitor  for  1905  and  1906: —

In  about  50  per  cent,  of  these  cases  there  was  constitutional 
weakness  in  the  mother,  in  about  25  per  cent,  there  was  a  history 
of  poverty  or  drink  in  one  or  both  parents,  and  about  the  same 
proportion  alleged  a  fall  or  other  accident  as  the  cause  of  pre¬ 
mature  labour.  In  about  16  per  cent,  of  the  cases  the  mother  had 
been  married  at  or  under  the  age  of  20.

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In  1905  (Table  A.),  out  of  817  well-nourished  children,  only 
9  per  cent,  were  artificially  fed.  Out  of  234  fairly  nourished 
children,  66  per  cent,  were  artificially  fed.  Out  of  176  badly 
nourished  children,  77  per  cent,  were  artificially  fed. 

In  1906,  1,945  children  were  visited,  and  668,  or  34*3  per  cent, 
were  artificially  fed.  Out  of  1,139  well-nourished  children,  21 '2 
per  cent,  were  artificially  fed.  Out  of  579  fairly  nourishedNhildren, 
42'4  per  cent,  were  artificially  fed,  and  out  of  236  badly  nourished 
children  77' 1  per  cent,  were  artificially  fed.  (Table  B.) 

DEATHS  AMONG  CHILDREN  UNDER  THE  AGE  OF 

ONE  YEAR. 

Out  of  472  deaths  of  children  under  the  age  of  one  year 
investigated  in  1906,  29' 2  per  cent,  were  breast  fed,  27*6  per  cent, 
were  partly  breast  fed,  whilst  43*2  per  cent,  were  entirely 
artificially  fed.  Thus,  of  children  who  died  under  the  age  of  one 
year,  70*8  per  cent,  were  artificially  fed  either  wholly  or  partly. 

I  think  these  figures,  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  results 
shown  in  Tables  A.  and  B.,  show  the  great  necessity  for  instruct¬ 
ing  the  mothers  on  the  proper  method  of  feeding  infants.  This, 
indeed,  is  the  most  important  work  the  Lady  Health  Visitor  has 
to  do. 

123  died  from  diarrhoeal  diseases,  and  out  of  these  only  13*6 
per  cent,  were  breast  fed.  23  died  of  infectious  disease,  15*2  per 
cent,  being  nursed.  74  died  from  Atrophy,  etc.,  21*6  per  cent, 
only  were  nursed.  4  died  from  Rickets,  all  being  artificially  fed. 
175  died  from  other  causes,  principally  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia, 
of  these  45*1  per  cent,  were  nursed,  the  rest  being  artificially  fed. 

When  Miss  Righton  commenced  her  work  in  January,  1905, 
I  proposed  to  put  her  on  one  of  the  worst  districts,  but  the  Com¬ 
mittee  thought  it  would  be  better  that  her  visits  should  extend 
to  all  three  districts.  She  has,  accordingly,  visited  suitable  cases 
in  all  parts  of  the  town,  but  it  is  quite  impossible  for  her  to 
make  many  re-visits,  and  for  this  reason  her  work  is  nullified  to 
a  considerable  extent.  If  any  lasting  improvement  is  to  be 
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brought  about,  she  should  be  able  to  re-visit  children  at  least 
once  a  month  to  see  that  her  advice  is  being  carried  out.  In  the 
great  majority  of  cases  she  is  unable'  to  do  this,  and  re-visits 
take  place  at  from  two  to  four  months’  interval,  and  even  longer. 
Last  year  she  was  considerably  handicapped  owing  to  having  to 
visit  a  number  of  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  and  she 
was  unable,  on  account  of  this,  to  visit  as  many  houses  where 
births  had  occurred  as  was  desirable.  Very  frequently  she  is  not 
able  to  make  her  first  visit  until  the  infant  is  six  months  old. 


As  time  goes  on  her  work  is  being  more  and  more 
appreciated,  and  she  is  frequently  asked  to  repeat  her  visits.  She 
sometimes  gets  complaints  that  they  are  not  frequent  enough. 

If  we  are  to  combat  infantile  mortality  successfully,  the 
Health  Visitor  should  have  a  smaller  district,  when  she  would  be 
more  in  touch  with  individual  cases,  and  could  re-visit  them  at 
much  shorter  intervals,  viz.,  at  least  once  a  month,  as  I  have  already 
indicated. 

I  would  suggest  that  instead  of  one  district  as  at  present, 
there  should  be  three,  and  two  additional  Lady  Health  Visitors 
appointed.  I  am  confident  the  work  cannot  be  properly  done 
with  less  than  that  number.

N.B.— Since  this  Report  was  presented,  the  Council  have 
decided  to  appoint  two  additional  Lady  Health  Visitors. 


The  following  are  two  cases  out  of  many  examples  of  the 
good  work  which  the  Visitor  has  been  able  to  accomplish : — 

“  Mrs.  M.,  living  in  one  of  the  poorer  streets  off  High  Street, 
asked  me  in  to  see  her  child.  He  was  emaciated  and  looked  very 
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ill.  I  advised  her  how  to  feed  the  child,  and  instructed  her  to 
give  him  plenty  of  fresh  air.  The  mother  carried  out  these 
instructions,  and  when  I  saw  the  child  some  months  after  he  was 
so  much  improved  and  healthy-looking  that  I  hardly  knew  him. 
He  is  now  three  years  old  and  quite  well.” 

“  Mrs.  B.,  living  in  a  street  off  Hendon  Road,  sent  for  me  to 
see  her  child,  aged  8  months.  It  had  been  fed  naturally,  and 
also  on  boiley  for  some  months  past.  The  child  was  thin  and 
miserable-looking.  I  recommended  fresh  cow’s  milk  and  a  pre¬ 
paration  of  cod-liver  oil,  and  urged  the  mother  to  take  the  child 
regularly  into  the  fresh  air.  Three  months  after  this  there  was  a 
very  distinct  improvement,  the  child  having  become  of  normal 
size  and  weight  and  perfectly  healthy.” 

The  Visitors’  experience  is  that  there  is  general  improvement 
as  the  result  of  her  visits.  A  greater  proportion  of  mothers  are 
feeding  their  offspring  naturally,  and  are  following  the  simple 
rules  of  Hygiene. 

Out  of  5,375  children  born  in  1906,  1,945  were  visited,  usually 
within  three  months  of  their  birth  (equal  to  36  per  cent.). 

It  was  found  that  in  68  per  cent,  of  the  cases  visited,  the 
mother  had  been  attended  by  a  midwife  only. 

The  Visitor’s  experience  is  that  she  does  not  get  intimation 
of  a  birth  until  the  infant  is  at  least  six  weeks  old.  She  finds 
that  it  is  a  common  practice  to  feed  infants  on  boiley  long  before 
the  salivary  secretion  is  established,  the  mothers  alleging  that 
they  have  not  sufficient  breast  milk  with  which  to  satisfy  the 
child  ;  they  do  not  give  it  cows’  milk  because  they  think  that  “  the 
two  milks  would  not  agree.” 

The  india-rubber  teat  is  extensively  used  (“dumb  teat”),  and 
is  dipped  111  condensed  milk  before  being  put  into  the  infant’s 
mouth  ;  in  this  way  every  often  one  or  two  tins  of  condensed 
milk  are  used  per  week. 
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The  majority  of  the  mothers  use  the  long-tube  bottles,  the 
reason  being  that  they  are  more  convenient  than  the  boat-shaped 
bottles,  as  the  child  can  be  left  unattended. 

The  tubes  of  these  bottles,  and  the  bottles  themselves,  were 
found  to  smell  sour  and  the  milk  was  curdled. 

The  Visitor  finds  that  in  those  cases  where  she  has  been 
called  in  a  few  days  after  birth,  the  mothers  are  much  more  ready 
to  receive  advice  and  to  carry  out  her  suggestions.  If  called  n 
early,  moreover,  there  is  not  so  great  a  possibility  of  mammary 
abscess,  as  she  instructs  the  mother  how  to  prevent  it. 

The  aim  of  the  Visitor  is  to  get  the  mother  to  feed  the  infant 
naturally,  and  she  advises  the  use  of  milk-forming  foods  instead 
of  tea  and  malt  liquor,  which  too  often  are  resorted  to.- 

Where  rickets  have  occurred  in  a  previous  child  she  has  much 
more  chance  of  doing  good  with  succeeding  children,  as  the  mother 
is  made  to  see  the  error  in  feeding  with  respect  to  the  ricketty 
child. 

The  Visitor’s  experience  is  that  the  card  of  instructions  is 
read  by  the  fathers  in  many  cases,  and  that  they  urge  the  mothers 
to  carry  out  the  advice  which  is  given. 

In  some  cases  the  infant  is  left  in  bed  with  only  barley  water 
in  the  feeding  bottle,  the  mothers  being  elsewhere. 

REPORT  ON  MIDWIVES. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  35  Midwives  on  the 
Register. 

Out  of  this  number  3  only  have  had  hospital  training,  and 
they  are  not  in  actual  practice. 

The  majority  of  these  are  not  educated,  and  some  are  c  uite 
illiterate,  making  it  impossible  for  them  to  keep  a  register  of  cases. 
Information  required  concerning  the  cases  has  to  be  recorded  by 
some  member  of  the  family. 
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Several  are  in  poor  circumstances,  doing  but  little  Midwife  \ 
The  majority  have  to  do  their  own  housework. 

Ten  have  bags  with  washable  linings,  and  the  rest  have  just 
ordinary  washing  calico  bags. 

The  bags  contain  clean  linen,  ligatures,  nail  brush,  carbolized 
vaseline,  and  carbolic  soap,  a  disinfectant  such  as  Creolin,  Jeyes’ 
fluid,  Condy’s  fluid  or  Izal,  scissors.  Very  few  other  instruments 
are  being  used.  Five  understand  the  use  of  Thermometer,  and 
four  use  an  enema  syringe  occasionally. 

Dresses  and  bodices  of  washable  material  are  worn  by  all  the 
women.  The  majority  of  them  are  clean  and  tidy  in  their  person 
and  surroundings. 

As  far  as  can  be  ascertained  their  mode  of  practise  is  fairly 
satisfactory. 

One  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  was  notified  where  a  registered 
Midwife  was  in  attendance. 

Two  registered  Midwives  died  during  the  year,  and  one  was 
reported  to  the  Central  Midwives’  Board,  after  conviction  by  the 
magistrates  for  keeping  a  disorderly  house. 


CLEANSING  DEPARTMENT. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  in  the  Borough  about  13,250 
houses  supplied  by  water-closets,  and  10,060  by  privies  and 
ashpits. 

There  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  inhabited  houses, 
namely.  350. 

The  number  of  applications  to  have  ashpits  cleansed  was  13, 
as  compared  with  50  for  the  previous  year.

13,550  loads  of  street  sweepings  were  removed  during  the 

year. 

The  number  of  loads  of  water  distributed  on  pave-o  streets 
was  1 1,022. 

During  the  twelve  months  46,326  loads  of  refuse  were  sent 
to  sea  by  hoppers. 

In  addition  to  the  loads  of  refuse  referred  to  in  the  Table, 
62,561  sacks  of  paper  and  1,954  mattresses  were  collected  and 
burnt. 

During  the  year  1,111  ashpits  were  specially  cleansed  prior 
to  their  abolition. 

The  daily  average  number  of  horses  employed  in  cleansing 
and  watering  paved  streets  was  16. 
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I  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  cleansing  of  the  streets 
and  the  removal  of  ashpit  refuse,  etc.,  continue  to  be  efficiently 
dealt  with  by  the  Staff  of  this  Department  under  Mr.  Summers. 
Only  13  applications  were  made  during  the  year  to  have  ashpits 
cleansed,  which  fact  speaks  for  itself  as  to  the  systematic  way  in 
which  this  part  of  the  work  is  done.

HARRISON  BUILDINGS. 

Report  of  the  Caretaker,  Mr.  Joseph  Ward,  for  the  year  1906. 

On  the  31st  December,  81  tenants  occupied  the  buildings, 
being  an  increase  of  8  on  the  previous  year.  All  the  three- 
roomed  tenements  were  occupied  ;  3  two-roomed  tenements  were 
vacant.  The  total  amount  of  rent  collected  during  the  year 
amounts  to  A889  15s.  od.,  an  increase  over  last  year  of  40 80  10s. 
pd.  The  arrears  of  rent  for  the  year  amount  to  £1  13s.  od.,  a 
decrease  in  arrears  over  last  year  of  £1  16s.  3d.  The  total 
arrears  of  rent  since  the  buildings  were  opened  amount  to  A  5  19s. 
9d.,  or  about  three  farthings  for  every  £1  of  rent  collected. 

The  population  of  the  buildings  numbers  335,  an  increase  of 
30  over  last  year.  This  gives  an  average  of  17  person  per  room. 
There  have  been  17  births  during  the  year,  and  7  deaths. 


The  deaths  were  as  follows : — 

2  were  due  to  Consumption. 

2  were  due  to  Convulsions  (children), 
i  was  due  to  Heart  Disease, 
i  was  due  to  Meningitis  (child), 
i  was  due  to  Premature  Birth. 

Twelve  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  occurred,  viz.: — 

Scarlet  Fever,  8  cases. 

Measles,  2  cases. 

Whooping  cough,  2  cases. 

All  the  wood  and  iron-work  on  the  outside  of  the  houses  has 
been  re-painted. 

The  ceilings  of  the  common  passages  have  been  distempered, 
and  the  back  walls  washed  down. 

METEOROLOGY. 

Barometrical  Readings  are  taken  at  the  Health  Office  daily, 
at  9  a.m.,  and  are  corrected  for  temperature,  height  above  sea 
level,  and  for  capillarity. 

Readings  of  the  Hygrometer,  Maximum  and  Minimum 
Thermometers,  Earth  Thermometers,  Rain  Gauge  and  Anemo¬ 
meter  are  taken  daily  at  the  Mowbray  Park  at  9  a.m. 
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SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  out  of  245  samples  analysed  during  the 
year  48  were  non-genuine.  These  were  principally  milks,  which 
varied  in  deficiency  of  fat  (cream)  from  2  or  3  per  cent  up  to  23 ‘3 
per  cent.  Police  Court  proceedings  were  taken  in  some  of  these 
cases  with  the  usual  result — the  cases  were  dismissed.  It  is  very 
disheartening  that  this  should  occur  time  after  time.  So  long  as 
the  Bench  accept  the  evidence  of  the  farmer  and  his  servants  that 
the  milk  has  been  sold  “  just  as  it  came  from  the  cow,”  no  matter 
how  far  it  comes  below  the  standard  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  so  long  will  the  public  continue  to  be  defrauded  of  the 
proper  amount  of  cream. 

COW-SHEDS,  DAIRIES  AND  MILK-SHOPS. 

In  the  autumn  of  1906  the  Annual  Conference  of  the  Royal 
Sanitary  Institute  was  held  at  Bristol,  and  the  Chairman  and  Vice- 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
were  deputed  to  attend.  I  was  asked  to  open  a  discussion  on 
some  subject  dealing  with  the  amendment  of  the  Public  Health 
Acts.  I  opened  a  discussion  on  the  Desirability  of  Licensing 
Cow-Sheds,  Dairies  and  Milk-Shops  in  lieu  of  Registration,  such 
license  to  be  held  for  one  year  only  and  renewed  if  the  conditions 
of  the  license  had  been  carried  out. 

A  unanimous  resolution  was  passed  in  favour  of  such  annual 
license. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  many  Cow-Sheds,  Dairies  and  Milk- 
Shops  are  at  present  conducted  in  a  state  far  from  sanitary,  and 
suth  a  license  would  be  a  powerful  inducement  for  the  proprietors 
to  conduct  their  business  in  a  cleanly  and  hygienic  manner. 

At  present  any  person  'selling  milk  is  compelled  to  be  regis¬ 
tered,  and  the  Sanitary  Authority  can  not  refuse  to  register.  It 
follows,  therefore,  that  undesirable  premises  are  used  for  the 
preparation  of  milk  intended  for  sale  and  for  the  actual  sale  to 
the  public.  I  hope  in  the  near  future  something  may  be  done  in 
the  way  of  legislation  on  this  head.

CONCLUSION.

They  are  also,  in  columns  9-15,  to  be  included  among  the  deaths  in 
their  respective  “  Localities  ”  according  to  the  previous  addresses  of 
the  deceased  as  given  by  the  Registrars.  Deaths  of  “  Non¬ 
residents  ”  occurring  in  public  institutions  in  the  district  are  in  the 
manner  to  be  excluded  from  columns  2-8  and  9-15  of  Table  IV. 

(b)  See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  the  meaning  of  “Residents”  and  “Non¬ 

residents,”  and  as  to  the  “  Public  Institutions  ”  to  be  taken  into 
account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables.  The  “Localities”  in 
Table  IV.  should  be  the  same  as  those  in  Tables  II.  and  III. 

(c)  All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district, 

whether  of  “Residents”  or  of  “Non-residents,”  are,  in  addition  to 
being  dealt  with  as  in  note  (a),  to  be  entered  in  the  last  column  of 
Table  IV.  The  total  number  in  this  column  should  equal  the 
figures  for  the  year  in  column  9,  Table  I. 

(d)  The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “  Localities  ”  in  columns  9-15  of  Table 

IV.  should  equal  those  for  the  year  in  the  same  localities  in  Table 
II.,  sub-columns  c.  The  total  deaths  at  all  ages  in  column  2  ot 
Table  IV.  should  equal  the  gross  total  of  columns  9-15,  and  the 
figures  for  the  year  in  column  12  of  Table  I. 

(e)  Under  the  heading  of  “  Diarrhoea  ”  are  to  be  included  deaths  registered 
as  due  to  Epidemic  diarrhoea,  Epidemic  enteritis,  Infective  enteritis, 
Zymotic  diarrhoea,  Summer  diarrhoea,  Dysentery  and  Dysenteric 
diarrhoea,  Choleraic  diarrhoea.  Cholera  and  Cholera  Nostras. 

In  addition,  and  as  regards  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age, 
under  the  heading  “  Diarrhoea  ”  in  column  3  (Table  IV.)  are  to  be 
included  all  deaths  classified  as  “  Diarrhoea  1  diseases  ”  in  Table  V. 

Under  the  heading  of  “Enteritis”  in  Table  IV.,  are  to  be  included  only 
deaths  over  one  year  of  age  registered  as  due  to  Enteritis,  Muco- 
enteritis.  Gastric  catarrh,  Gastritis,  and  Gastro-intestinal  catarrh, 
unless  from  information  obtained  by  inquiry  from  the  certifying 
practitioner  or  otherwise,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  have 
reason  for  including  such  deaths  under  the  specific  term  “Diarrhoea.” 
Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease 
should  be  included  under  the  latter. 

(f)  Under  the  headings  of  “Cancer”  and  “Puerperal  fever”  should  be 

included  all  registered  deaths  from  causes  comprised  within  these 
general  terms.  Thus:  Under  “Cancer”  should  be  included  deaths 
from  Cancer,  Carcinoma,  Malignant  disease,  Scirrhus,  Epithelioma, 
Sarcoma,  Villous  tumour,  and  Papilloma  of  bladder.  Rodent  ulcer. 
Under  “Puerperal  Fever  ”  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Pyaemia, 
Septicaemia,  Sapraemia,  Pelvic  peritonitis,  Peri-  and  Endo-Metritis 
occurring  in  the  Puerperium. 

(g)  Under  “  Congenital  Defects  ”  in  Table  V.  are  to  be  included  deaths  from 

Atelectasis,  Icterus  neonatorum.  Navel  haemorrhage,  Malformations 
and  Congenital  hydrocephalus. 

(h)  Under  “Tuberculous  Meningitis”  are  to  be  included  deaths  from 

Acute  hydrocephalus . 

(i)  Under  “  Other  Tuberculous  Diseases  ”  are  to  be  included  deaths  from 

Tuberculosis,  Tuberculosis  of  bones,  joints  and  other  organs,  Lupus 
and  Scrofula. 

(j)  All  deaths  certified  by  registered  Medical  Practitioners  and  all  Inquest 

cases  are  to  be  classed  as  “  Certified  ”  ;  all  other  deaths  are  to  be 
regarded  as  “  Uncertified.”

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  SANITARY 

INSPECTOR. 


Health  Office, 

Town  Hall,  Sunderland, 

April,  1907. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Twelfth 
Annual  Report,  giving  details  of  the  work  done  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Staff  during  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1906. 

INSPECTIONS. 

During  the  year  the  Inspectors  have  made  66,069  inspections, 
which  include  5,058  inspections  of  Factories,  Workshops  and 
Workplaces,  460  visits  to  Domestic  Workshops,  Out-workers, 
and  Shop  Hours  Act.  941  inspections  of  Bakehouses, 
1,026  inspections  of  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops,  6,629 
inspections  of  Slaughter-Houses,  Butcher  Shops,  Provision 
Shops,  etc.  868  inspections  of  Common  Lodging-Houses. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  of  dwelling  houses  were 
25,305,  which  comprises  13,718  inspections  of  Tenements  and  710 
visits  paid  in  respect  of  Infectious  Diseases  notifications  to  make 
enquiries  and  leave  instructions  thereon. 

A  considerable  number  of  visits  were  made  in  company  with 
Agents,  Builders  and  others  respecting  the  works  required  in 
compliance  with  notices  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances.  These 
advisory  visits  numbered  2,911. 

In  connection  with  the  large  amount  of  drainage,  plumbing 
and  other  structural  work  which  is  being  carried  out,  it  is  found 
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absolutely  necessary  (owing  very  largely  to  the  number  of  un¬ 
skilled  and  indifferent  workmen  employed  to  carry  out  fhis  class 
of  work)  to  pay  frequent  visits  with  a  view  to  the  work  being 
carried  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  The  number  of  such  visits 
being  15,528. 

The  Inspectors  also  made  7,299  calls  in  quest  of  information 
connected  with  the  Department. 

NUISANCES. 

The  nuisances  for  which  it  was  found  necessary  to  issue 
notices  under  the  various  Public  Health  Acts,  Bye-Taws,  etc., 
were  10,468,  of  this  number  7,797  were  Intimation  or  Informal 
Notices,  and  2,126  were  Statutory  Notices,  and  546  were  under 
the  Factories  and  Workshops  Act.  The  Inspectors  in  their 
daily  rounds  discovered  a  number  of  nuisances,  and  many  of  such 
a  nature  as  to  require  no  structural  alterations  to  procure  abate¬ 
ment  or  to  require  the  service  of  a  notice,  and  in  many  instances 
the  persons  responsible  abated  the  nuisance  on  their  attention 
being  drawn  to  it. 

COMPLAINTS. 

The  complaints  received  at  the  Office  number  269,  as  against 
286  the  previous  year,  and  of  this  number  27  were  found  to  be 
groundless.  The  chief  items  of  complaint  referred  to  were 
foul  water-closets  and  choked  drains,  there  being  36  for  water- 
closets  and  98  respecting  drains — 12  of  the  latter  being 
applications  to  have  drains,  etc.,  tested  on  (generally)  the 
advice  of  their  Medical  Attendant. 

There  were  27  complaints  of  alleged  overcrowding,  in  7 
cases  the  complaints  were  unfounded,  being  due  chiefly  to  neigh¬ 
bours’  quarrels.  The  complaints  are  few  compared  with  the 
nuisances  discovered  by  the  Inspectors  and  dealt  with  by  them. 

STRUCTURAL  WORK  DONE. 

Amongst  the  structural  work  carried  out  in  compliance  with 
notices  served  under  the  Public  Health  and  Local  Acts  were 
2,182  water-closets  and  ashpans  provided  in  lieu  of  the  privies  and 
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ashpits.  594  dwelling  houses  have  undergone  repair,  and  350 
new  eave  or  down  spouts  repaired  or  renewed. 

The  sanitary  conveniences  to  dwelling  houses  and  fittings 
connected  therewith  (not  including  privy  middens)  which  have 
been  repaired  or  reconstructed  number  2,243,  which  includes  675 
new  dust  bins,  2,199  have  had  the  drains  reconstructed,  and  286 
repaired. 

The  length  of  drains  laid  was  43,136  feet  of  4-inch,  677  feet 
of  6-inch,  and  54  feet  of  3 -inch,  all  such  drains  being  laid  in 
accordance  with  the  Bye-Laws,  and  water  tested. 

The  yard  pavements  of  173  houses  have  been  covered  with 
cement  concrete,  and  152  were  repaired.  Amongst  other  items 
1,074  dwelling  houses  were  cleansed  and  lime-washed. 

OVERCROWDING. 

There  were  38  cases  of  overcrowding  dealt  with,  in  each  case 
it  was  found  necessary  to  serve  statutory  notices  on  the  tenants 
and  owners.  Magisterial  proceedings  had  to  be  taken  in  two 
cases.  In  one  the  summons  was  withdrawn,  and  in  the  other  case 
an  Abatement  Order  was  made. 

DRAIN  TESTING. 

The  drains  and  sanitary  fittings  of  67  dwelling  houses  were 
examined  and  tested  at  the  request  of  the  owner  or  occupier,  and 
in  24  cases  defects  more  or  less  serious  were  found,  and  reports 
as  to  the  condition,  with  recommendations  as  to  the  work  required 
to  be  done  to  render  the  premises  sanitary  were  prepared  and 
sent  to  the  owners. 

The  amount  of  testing  in  connection  with  work  required  to 
abate  nuisances  after  notices  had  been  served  was  very  large, — 
4,314  tests  being  made.  Of  these  3,918  were  water  tests,  266 
chemical  tests,  and  130  smoke  tests. 

In  every  case  where  Enteric  Fever  or  Diphtheria  was  notified 
the  drains  and  sanitary  fittings  have  been  examined  and  tested, 
199  such  tests  were  made,  and  in  25  instances  the  drains  were 
found  to  be  defective. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


There  were  no  cases  of  Small-pox  notified  during  the  year. 
In  589  houses  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  and  the 
houses  visited  by  the  Inspectors.  253  patients  were  removed  to 
the  Borough  Sanatorium  for  treatment  there.  6,206  articles  of 
wearing  apparel,  etc.,  were  disinfected  in  the  Steam  Disinfector, 
and  1,203  dwelling  rooms  were  disinfected. 

There  was  occasion  to  take  proceedings  for  exposing  infected 
clothing,  by  permitting  a  young  person  to  attend  a  public  laundry 
from  a  house  where  there  was  a  case  of  Infectious  Disease. 

TENEMENTED  HOUSES. 

The  tenemented  houses  were  regularly  inspected,  13,958  visits 
being  made.  It  is  very  necessary  to  pay  regular  visits  to  these 
premises,  to  prevent  overcrowding,  and  to  see  that  they  are  kept 
in  a  reasonably  clean  state. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  issue  1,043  notices  to  cleanse  and 
limewash  tenements,  and  23  statutory  notices  had  to  be  served  to 
abate  nuisances  arising  from  the  filthy  state  of  rooms,  bedding, 
and  utensils,  and  1 2  notices  for  overcrowding. 

Two  summonses  were  taken  out  for  cases  of  overcrowding. 
One  was  withdrawn  on  the  abatement  of  the  nuisance,  and  in  the 
other  case  an  Abatement  Order  was  made  by  the  magistrates.. 

A  summons  was  issued  with  respect  to  two  rooms  being  in  a 
filthy  state.  A  fine  of  5s.  was  imposed,  together  with  an  Order 
to  abate  the  nuisance. 

DAIRIES  AND  COW-SHEDS. 

The  Cow-sheds  registered  within  the  Borough  number  12. 
with  accommodation  for  197  cows. 

The  number  of  persons  registered  for  the  sale  of  milk  under 
the  Dairies,  Cow-Slieds,  and  Milkshops  Order  is  544.  99  names 

were  removed  from  the  register  during  the  year  on  account  of 
discontinuance  of  the  sale  of  milk,  and  140  names  were  added,  • 
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There  were  4  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  from  milk- 
shops.  In  each  case  either  the  patient  was  removed  to  the 
Borough  Sanatorium,  or  the  sale  of  milk  discontinued  until  the 
patient  had  recovered  and  the  premises  had  been  disinfected. 

COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

The  registered  Common  Lodging-Houses  number  23,  pro¬ 
viding  accommodation  for  945  lodgers  During  -the  year  one 
house,  with  accommodation  for  25  lodgers,  has  been  added  to  the 
register,  whilst  changes  in  the  amount  of  accommodation  have 
been  made  111  three  of  the  houses  already  on  the  register — in  two 
cases  the  accommodation  has  been  reduced --from  38  lodgers  to 
34  lodgers,  and  from  20  lodgers  to  15;  and  in  one  case  an  increase 
from  1 12  lodgers  to  185. 

VAN  DWELLERS. 

There  are  few  of  these  vans  which  at  times  are  not  over¬ 
crowded.  Complaints  are  occasionally  made  by  residents  in 
neighbourhoods  where  these  vans  are  stationed,  and  no  doubt 
there  is  cause  for  annoyance,  but  as  they  are  usually  located  on 
private  land  and  pay  standage,  we  cannot  interfere,  except  when 
a  nuisance  is  created.  When  a  notice  under  the  Public  Health 
Act  is  served  upon  them  they  move  away  before  any  further  action 
can  be  taken.  But  they  are  usually  found  to  be  in  a  cleanly 
condition. 

During  the  sojourn  of  these  van  dwellers,  at  holiday  and 
other  times,  regular  visits  are  paid  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  that 
no  Infectious  Disease  exists  amongst  them,  aria  also  to  see  that 
there  is  no  nuisance. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES  AND  BUTCHERS’  SHOPS. 

These  premises  are  frequently  visited,  and  are  generially 
found  to  be  kept  in  a  fairly  clean  condition. 

The  practice  of  slaughtering  in  the  sale  shops  is  a  most 
objectionable  one.  The  premises  generally  are  totally  unfit  for 
the  purpose,  many  have  wood  floors,  which  cannot  be  kept  free 
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from  offensiveness.  This  practice  also  leads  to  animals  intended 
for  slaughter  being  brought  to  the  shops  for  fasting,  and  are  put 
into  all  kinds  of  unsuitable  places,  coal  houses,  and  even 
water-closets.  This,  of  course,  is  very  objectionable,  particularly 
when  the  butcher  has  the  use  of  a  yard,  etc.,  with  other  tenants. 
The  need  for  a  public  slaughter-house  is  becoming  more  pressing 
year  by  year. 


UNSOUND  FOOD. 

The  quantity  of  unsound  food  dealt  with  includes  13,216  lbs. 
of  beef,  266  lbs.  of  pork,  and  10  couples  of  rabbits.  This  includes 
the  seizure  of  a  whole  carcase,  and  all  the  internal  organs  of  24 
animals,  viz.,  1 5  cows,  6  heifers,  and  3  bullocks,  all  of  which  were 
affected  with  Tuberculosis.  In  addition,  the  organs  and  offal  of 
9  cows,  5  bullocks,  8  heifers,  and  the  carcase  of  a  pig  were  des¬ 
troyed  for  the  same  reason. 

The  whole  of  the  above  seizures  were  carried  out  without 
having  resort  to  magisterial  action,  butchers  and  others,  when  in 
doubt,  obtaining  the  advice  of  your  Inspectors,  and,  when 
necessary,  consenting  to  the  destruction  of  the  food  seized. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  number  of  premises  in  the  Borough  in  which  offensive 
trades  are  carried  on  is  42,  all  of  which  have  been  regularly 
visited  during  the  year.  It  was  found  necessary  to  take  magis¬ 
terial  proceedings  against  three  persons  for  a  breach  of  the 
Borough  of  Sunderland  Act,  1886,  for  permitting  offensive 
matters,  garbage,  etc.,  to  be  washed  into  sewers,  and  fines  of  10s. 
in  one  case  and  two  others  of  2s.  6d.  were  imposed. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

The  number  of  Factories  in  the  Borough  is  213.  And  there 
are  825  Workshops  and  Workplaces  on  the  Register,  as  against 
7Q9  last  year.  The  Workshops  and  Workplaces  employ  1,722 
males  and  1,396  females.  Inspections  to  the  number  of 
7,819  have  been  made,  and  546  notices  for  nuisances  or  for  con- 


traventions  of  the  Acts  have  been  served.  Twelve  of  these 
notices  were  served  to  provide  new  sanitary  conveniences,  and  as 
a  result  20  new  water-closets  have  been  provided. 

OUT-WORKERS. 

There  has  been  received  81  lists  of  Out-workers  from  42 
employers,  giving  the  names  of  201  Out-workers,  many  of  these 
Out-workers  appear  on  the  returns  of  more  than  one  employer, 
whilst  a  portion  of  Out- workers  are  employed  in  Workshops 
which  are  on  the  general  Register,  and  the  inspection  of  same  are 
included  in  other  parts  of  the  Report. 

Inspections  to  the  number  of  571  were  made  of  the  work¬ 
rooms  occupied  by  Out-workers,  which  are  on  the  whole  very 
satisfactory. 

A  glance  at  the  Out-workers’  Register  shows  at  once  the 
absence  of  the  objectionable  practice  obtaining  in  some  large 
towns  of  distributing  work  amongst  Out-workers  residing  in  slum 
aistricts. 

Most  of  the  work  in  the  Borough  is  done  by  the  families  of 
respectable  men  as  a  means  of  augmenting  the  family  income, 
living  in  houses  containing  three,  four,  five,  or  even  more  rooms. 

Great  difficulty  is  experienced  in  getting  the  returns  of  Out¬ 
workers  sent  in  as  required  by  the  Act,  which  states  :  That  returns 
must  be  sent  in  twice  a  year,  viz.,  February  and  August,  not  more 
than  5  employers  sent  in  the  requisite  returns  without  having 
their  attention  drawn  to  the  omission,  which  has  to  be  done  by 
circular  letter. 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  correct  returns  be  sent 
in  to  the  Local  Authority  at  the  specified  time,  so  that  the  pre¬ 
mises  may  be  kept  under  proper  supervision,  for  in  the  event  of  a 
case  of  Infectious  Disease  occurring  at  the  home  of  an  Out-worker 
prompt  measures  must  be  taken  to  deal  with  the  same. 

During  the  year  two  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  have  occurred 
at  the  homes  of  Out-workers,  fortunately  during  a  temporary 
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slackness  of  trade  when  not  in  possession  of  work.  In  both  in¬ 
stances  the  supply  of  work  material  was  immediately  stopped, 
and  upon  the  recovery  of  the  patient  the  premises  were  thoroughly 
disinfected  before  any  further  supply  of  work  material  was 
permitted. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  146  Bakehouses  and  Confectioners'  Shops  on  the 
Register,  including  6  Underground  Bakehouses.  These  pre¬ 
mises  have  been  regularly  visited,  940  Inspections  having  been 
made,  and  they  were  found  to  be  very  satisfactory. 


SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 

Under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  216  samples  were 
submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  of  this  number  170  were  certified 
to  be  genuine  and  46  adulterated. 

Included  in  the  above  were  29  samples  of  tinned  meats,  taken 
with  a  view  of  ascertaining  if  they  contained  any  deleterious 
matter,  preservatives,  etc.  As  will  be  seen  from  Table  17  some 
contained  preservatives,  but  not  in  sufficient  quantities  as  to  justify 
any  action  being  taken  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

The  samples  of  milk  submitted  for  analysis  numbered  128  ; 
four  of  these  contained  preservatives  in  small  quantities.  The 
vendors  of  such  samples  were  written  to  and  cautioned,  as  were 
also  a  number  of  persons  who  were  responsible  for  the  sale  of  milk, 
samples  of  which  were  below  the  standard  fixed  by  the  Board  of 
Agriculture. 

There  were  33  samples  of  milk  returned  as  adulterated,  being- 
25  per  cent,  of  the  samples  submitted  ;  15  of  these  were  deficient 
in  milk  fat,  9  in  non-fatty  solids,  5  deficient  in  milk-fat  and 
non-fatty  solids,  and  4  deficient  in  non-fatty  solids,  and  contained 
added  water. 


MAGISTERIAL  PROCEEDINGS. 


During  the  year  sixteen  summonses,  issued  under  the  Sale 
of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  were  heard  by  the  Borough  Justices.  Six 
of  these  were  for  the  sale  of  milk  purchased  in  December,  1905, 
and  heard  before  the  justices  in  January,  1906.  In  each  case  the 
farmer  produced  his  servants  and  all  who  had  had  the  handling 
of  the  milk  111  question,  who  declared  that  they  had  not  done 
anything  to  the  milk,  and  that  it  was  sold  in  the  same  condition  as 
when  it  came  from  the  cow.  On  this  evidence  the  Justices 
dismissed  the  cases. 

Of  the  other  10  cases,  one  was  in  respect  of  a  sample  of 
butter  purchased  in  December,  1905,  this  was  dismissed  on  the 
ground  of  insufficient  information,  a  wrong  name  having  been 
given  to  the  Inspector  at  the  time  of  the  purchase. 

Three  cases  were  in  respect  of  drugs,  the  remaining 
six  were  in  respect  of  adulterated  milk — in  three  of  these  latter 
cases  hnes  were  imposed,  viz. : — A  milk  vendor  was  fined  20s. 
and  costs  in  two  cases,  the  other  case  being  that  of  a  farmer 
who  supplied  a  Dairy  Company,  the  sample  in  question  was  pur¬ 
chased  at  the  Station  before  delivery  to  the  Company.  In  this 
instance  a  hue  of  A 5  and  costs  was  imposed. 

The  other  three  cases  were  against  farmers,  who  were  able  to 
satisfy  the  Bench  that  they  had  not  tampered  with  the  milk,  and 
that  it  was  sold  in  the  same  condition  as  it  came  from  the  cows. 
The  cases  were  accordingly  dismissed. 

There  were  reported  to  the  Health  Committee  250  persons 
who  had  failed  to  comply  with  notices  served  upon  them  requiring 
the  abatement  of  nuisances,  when  the  Committee  gave 
instructions  for  summonses  being  issued.  Letters  were  sent 
communicating  this  fact  to  the  persons  responsible.  220  complied 
with  the  notices  without  further  action,  but  in  the  remaining 
30  cases  summonses  were  issued.

It  was  found  necessary  to  issue  36  summonses  for  various 
offences  under  the  Public  Health  Acts.  In  1 1  cases  Orders  to 
abate  nuisances  “  in  the  terms  of  the  notices  ”  were  made.  In 
20  cases  summonses  were  withdrawn,  on  the  nuisance  being 
abated  and  on  payment  of  costs.  In  5  cases  fines  were  imposed. 

CLERICAL  WORK. 

In  addition  to  reports,  notices  and  ordinary  routine  office 
work,  the  following  correspondence,  circulars,  etc.,  have  been 
sent  out : —

dwelling  houses  were  sent  as  follows : —

To  the  Day  Schools  195  circular  letters  were  sent,  and  140 
to  Sunday  Schools,  77  circular  letters  were  sent  to  firms  employ¬ 
ing  Out-workers,  requesting  them  to  forward  lists  of  Out-workers 
to  the  Department,  and  812  letters  were  written,  whilst  419  circular 
letters  were  dispatched  from  the  office  respecting  notices,  which 
had  not  received  attention.
